Important steps to chemical weed 
control. 

1. Sprayers and dusters should 
be repaired, serviced and ready to 
go when the time is right. A day 
wasted when the time is right can 
be costly. 

2. Use the right chemical, Use 
2,4-D on wheat and barley and for 
situations where there are a cer- 
tain hard to kill weeds. Use MCP 
on oats and flax, 

3. Apply chemical at the proper 
rate, The rate selected will depend 
on the harder-to-kill weeds we hope 
to control rather than the very sus- 
ceptible. Use a higher rate when 
weeds have more than 4 leaves, 
when fields are heavily jnfested; or 
when the weather is dry or cool 
and less favorable for plant growth. 

4. Know what you are doing. 
Don't confuse the acid content of 
a gallon with the fluid content. 
Chemical with 64 ounces of acid 
per gallon contains 8 ounces of 
acid per pint. Application rates 
are always based on the acid con- 
tent per gallon of any chemical 
whether 2.4-D, MCP or etc. 

5. Spray or dust early and use 
enough to do the job properly. The 
removal of heavy weed competition 
from a growing crop in the early 
stages can increase the crop yield 
by as much as 25 per cent.

Buying Bed Linens 

There are two types: 

MUSLIN is heavy weight, long 
wearing, coarser and less exspen- 
sive than percale. It is a good 
practical choice. 

PERCALE is softer smoother, light 
weight and closely woven. It is 
more expensive and not quite as 
strong as heavy weight muslin. 

Thread Count - The label should 
tell how many threads per inch and 
the better sheeting has a high 
thread count. Good muslin should 
have 110-140 threads per inch. Per- 
cale has 180-200 threads per inch. 

Check these points on sheets: 

Even weave; firm strong selvage; 
good hem; correct size. 

Warmth Without Weight 

The new orlon blankets on the 
market are good news for the 
homemaker or bride. 

They have these features: They 
are soft and silky; light in weight; 
have resistance to moth or mildew; 
nylon satin binding will wear as 
well as the blanket; completely 
washable - put in your machine 
for 5 minutes in warm soapy water 
or wash by hand; for drying you 
may use qa spin dryer or tumble 
dryer at low heat. When doing 
by hand avoid vigorous wringing 
and twisting ‘(just squeeze water 
out). Since orlon absorbs little 
water jt is eay to handle when wet.
